Great Britain prior to tho breaking out 
of the rebellion constituted i» rt of the 
case on which heavy damages wore 
awarded against her.

The board of health as usual failed to 
meet last evening. 
When the time arrived to call the ses­ 
sion to order there was not a member in 
sight, and Sanitary Officer Burgess wan­ 
dered what had happened to Clerk 
Bnrsuer. 
He arrived a few minutes 
later, and was followed by Member 
Keffer. The parties spent some time in 
talking about the health of the city, 
and it was decided to go home but not 
before the bills of tho health and sani­ 
tary officers were made out. 
It is alto­ 
gether probable finance committee will 
refuse to pay the bills unless the health 
board properly passes them. 
The sanitary officer’s report for the 
month will show that there was three 
cases of scarlet fever and two cases of 
diphtheria during the mouth; 12 nui­ 
sances were abated 
and 
four 
dogs 
hurried. 
The report of the health officer will be 
as follows: 
Births, males, 12; females, 12 , deaths, 
males, l l ; females, 8 ; caules of death, 
typhoid fever. 3; diphtheria, I; con­ 
sumption, 
2 ; typhoid pneumonia, I; 
potters’ asthma, 2. 
Duriug the month 
ll cases of typhoid, two of scarlet fever 
ana three of diphtheria were reported.

For some rea­ 
son or other, certainly not on account of 
bis bravery and daring, Esquemeling 
was very well received by the pirates of 
Tortuga. Perhaps they liked him be­ 
cause ho was a mild mannered man and 
so different from themselves. 
As for Esquemeling himself, he soon 
came to entertain the highest opinions 
of his pirate companions. 
He looked 
upou the buccaneers who had distin­ 
guished themselves as great heroes, and 
it must have been extremely gratifying 
to those savage fellows to tell Esque­ 
meling all the wonderful things they 
had done. 
Esquemeling might have 
earnod a salary as a listener. 
It was not long before his intense ad* 
miration of the buccaneers and their per­ 
formances began to produce in him the 
feeling that these great exploits should 
not bo lost to the world, and so he sot 
about writing their lives and adventures. 
He remained with the pirates for sev­ 
eral years and during that time worked 
very industriously getting together ma­ 
terial for his history. When he returned 
to bis own country in 1072, he there 
completed a book which he called “ The 
Buccaneers of America; or, The True 
Account of the Most Remarkable As­ 
saults Committed of Late Years Upon 
the Coasts of tho West Indios by the 
Buccaneers, etc. By John Esquemeling, 
One of the Buccaneers, Who Was Pres­ 
ent at Those Tragedies.” 
From this title it is probable that in 
the capacity of reporter our literary pi­ 
rate accompanied his comrades on their 
various voyages and assaults, and al­ 
though he states he was present at many 
of "those tragedies” he makes no refer­ 
ence to any deeds of valor or cruelty 
performed by himself, which shows him 
to have been a wonderfully conscien­ 
tious historian. There are persons, how­ 
ever, who doubt his impartiality, be­ 
cause, as he liked the French, he al­ 
ways gave the pirates of that nationality 
the credit for most of the bravery dis­ 
played on their expeditions, and all of 
the magnanimity and courtesy, if there 
happened to beany, while the surliness, 
brutality aud extraordinary wickedness 
were all ascribed to the English. 


H ow rn C ham eleon C hances Color. 
The chameleon is a little lizard who 
possesses the wonderful power of chang­ 
ing his color to suit his own conven­ 
ience. 
Florida produces several species 
of these lizards in abondance. 
This is 
the process by which the little lizard 
effects his changes: 
Certain colors through the medium of 
the optic nerve produce a contraction or 
expansion of the pigment or color cells. 
The result is a protective tint or one 
which resembles that upou which the 
animal is resting. 
The eyo receives the 
stimulus or impression, which passes 
from the optic nerve to the sympathetic 
nerve, so reaching the various series of 
the lizard’s little color cells under the 
skin. 
The pigment cells are distributed all 
over the body with more or less regular­ 
ity, aud upon their contraction and ex­ 
pansion depends the prevailing color of 
the animal. 
The scientist discovered this by blind­ 
folding a lizard and found that when it 
could not see the color of the surround­ 
ing foliage it ceased to change its own 
color.—8L Louis Republic.

ber the Sabbath day to keep it holy. 
By thousands today it is not being kept 
in any sense as the Scriptures teach 
that it ought. It is desecrated for pleas­ 
ure. It Is trampled under foot for gold. 
Mon believe that it pays them better to 
use the Sabbath in these various ways 
than to use it in the way for whioh it 
was given and has been preserved. Bot 
men are 
often shortsighted. 
When 
man’s way contradicts God’s way, we 
may always safely conclude that God is 
right and man is wrong. 
Man will 
learn to bis sorrow sooner or later that 
God was right about the Sabbath and 
that it has not paid bim as he thought 
it would either for business or for pleas­ 
ure to ignore and trample under foot 
(tod's holy day. 
1. A profitable Sabbath is a Sabbath 
of physical rest. 
The Hebrew word 
translated "Sabbath” means "rest.” 
The Sabbath was primarily a rest day 
—rest from the toils of life both by man 
and beast. The command is: "Six days 
shalt thou labor and do all thy work, 
but the seventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God. 
In it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou nor thy son nor thy 
daughter, thy manservant nor thy maid­ 
servant nor thy cattle nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates.” This is tho 
law of God. 
It is always profitable to 
obey God. 
It never pays us to disobey 
God. The limn who thinks that he can 
disregard God here is a foolish as one 
who would think that he could place 
his hand iii the fire and not be burned. 
The body needs rest. It must have it to 
accomplish beat and longest the purpose 
for which it was created, aud by as 
much as it is robbed of its time of rest 
it loses iii strength and also in stability 
and before its time w ill be worn out and 
useless. 
2. A profitable Sabbath is a Sabbath 
of worship. 
While the body rests the 
soul improves itself. The soul needs this 
day from the others of the week, lest 
the person, being fully engaged with 
the business of life, should forget *the 
higher life of the soul altogether. The 
day should be spent in the public and 
private worship of God, in the reading 
of the Bible and other good books and 
papers. 
It should be spent quietly at 
home, and not made a day of family re­ 
unions and of social gatherings.

cannot but interfere with the proper 
keeping of the day. The Sabbath could 
und should be the most pleasant and 
profitable day of the seven if we would 
only follow out more closely God’s way 
of keeping it holy.

iu which his office is located. 
The ex­ 
press elevator which shoots him up to 
the sixteenth story or drops him with 
breathless speed to the basement is a 
product of this same American haste 
and economy, and without the elevator 
the tall office building would be an im­ 
possibility. It is the triumphant suc­ 
cess of the skyscraper as a time saving 
invention which has made it so con­ 
spicuous and insistent an element in our 
American architecture. ■—Engineering 
Magazine.

Natural ItaruincterN Which Fo retell Sto rms 
In Wiscuusin. 
A freak of nature which is attracting 
considerable attention is a series o( 
blowing or “ whistling” wells located 
iu the northern part of the town of Eu­ 
reka, iu Polk county, Wis. 
There are 
six of these hysterical wells, ranging iu 
depth from 120 to 160 feet. The one 
owned by J ames Coltin exhibits most 
remarkable features. This well is 120 
feet deep aud was dug 15 years ago. 
The first 20 feet was bardpan and the 
rest coarse gravel. 
Before a rainstorm the wind blows 
out of this well with great force, mak­ 
ing a roaring sound that can be beard a 
long distance. 
The wind is so hot that 
water placed on the cover of th© well 
will boil. The wind blows out only be­ 
fore a storm, and the severity and du­ 
ration of the storm are always in exact 
proportion to the force of this current 
aud its duration before the storm com­ 
mences. 
It is therefore an accurate and 
trustworthy barometer, or vice versa, 
with equal accuracy, but remains quiet 
in settled weather. 
In winter a current of air is drawn 
in before a change of weather just as 
forcibly as it blows out in hot weather. 
This current will freeze the water 120 
feet from the surface of the earth as 
quickly as it would at the surface, and, 
though many attempts have been made 
to use a pomp in the well, they have 
ail failed, and a number of pumps of 
different makes have been destroyed by 
the water freezing and bursting the 
cylinders and pipes. 
The other five wells, which resemble 
this one iu many resists, are all locat­ 
ed within the radius of about one mile 
and vary in depth from 130 to 100 feet 
All sorts of theories have been ad­ 
vanced concerning an underground pas­ 
sage, but no outlet has ever been discov­ 
ered, and :i there is one it most be a 
great distance away in order to foretell 
the approach of storms so long a time 
in advance.—Philadelphia Record.

Natural Barometers Which Foretell Storm* 
In Wisconsin. 
A freak of nature which is attracting 
considerable attention is a series 
of 
blowing or “ w histling” wells located 
in the northern part of the town of E u­ 
reka, in Polk county, Wig. 
There are 
six of these hysterical wells, ranging in 
depth from 120 to 160 feet. 
The one 
owned by Jam es Coltin exhibits most 
remarkable features. 
This well is 120 
feet deep aud was dug 15 years ago. 
The first 20 feet was hardpan and the 
rest coarse gravel. 
Before a rainstorm the wind blows 
out of this well w ith great force, m ak­ 
ing a roaring sound that can be heard a 
long distance. 
The wind is so bot that 
w ater placed on the cover of the well 
will boil. The wind blows out only be­ 
fore a storm, aud the severity aud du­ 
ration of the storm are always iu exact 
proportion to the force of this current 
aud its duration before the storm com­ 
mences. 
It is therefore an accurate and 
trustw orthy barometer, or vice versa, 
with equal accuracy, but remains quiet 
in settled weather. 
In w inter a current of air is drawn 
in before a change of weather just as 
forcibly as it blows out in hot weather. 
This current w ill freeze the water 120 
feet from the surface of the earth as 
quickly as it would a t the surface, and, 
though many attem pts have been made 
to use a pump in the well, they have 
all failed, and a num ber of pumps of 
different makes have been destroyed by 
the w ater freezing and bursting the 
cylinders and pipes. 
The other five wells, which resemble 
this one in many respects, are all locat­ 
ed w ithin the radius of about one mile 
and vary in depth from 180 to 160 feet. 
All sorts of theories have been ad­ 
vanced concerning an underground pas­ 
sage, but no outlet has ever been discov­ 
ered, and if there is one it must be a 
great distance away in order to foretell 
the approach of storms so long a time 
in advance.—Philadelphia Record.
